Saratogfl, X. Y., Auffust S. — Th»* A. K. Maeomljer 
colors :ui<l jockey were much in evidenci* 

Iliis afteru<K>n. Hjilf of the card of six races, iu- 
< luding the feature, the Alabaiiiu Stakes for tlm*e- 
ycar-old fillies and worth $3.8T»0 net, going to the 
lM»|»ular California owner. His great filly Suu- 
ixmuet. ac<-ounted for tiie stake race in a manner 
that left no naun for doubt tiiat she Avas much the 
best, and lier showing this aftemocm indicated that 
she had a splendid chanc*e to beat tlie mucJi-heralded 
Omar Khayyam and his rival. Hourless. It >vas the 
fillie’.s first east4‘rn race, her former essay and a 
Aviiiniug one, occurring at Churchill Downs, when 
slie scored in easy style in the Kentucky Oaks. 
She was opposed this afternoon by the l)est of her 
sex and triumphed iii decisive fashion. 

l^oftiis took lier far back immediately after tlie 
start, thougii the fill.v showed an anxiet.v to lx* up 
with the leaders. It aths oiil.v after almost :i mile 
»»f the mile and a quarter liad lanm <*overed that 
Loftus gaA'e her lier head and she luoA'ed up in 
lightuiiig fasliioii and overhauled Fairy Wand, tlie 
leader, with utmost ease. Near the finish tlie rider 
again easiHl her up and she finished a scant tAAo 
lengths before Wistful. Avhich had closed aii immeiisi* 
gap in the last quarter under strong riding and Avas 
racing gamely at the end. Fairy Wand A\-as far in 
advance of the others, the shoAving of Bella Des- 
mond being particularly disapiminting. for she 
jiroved never dangerems at any stage and her for- 
Avurd iiosition at the end was due to most of the 
others being eased up when their chances of Aviu- 
ning were hopeless. 

Established in 1872, the Alabama Stakes has 
Ixien a popular feature of Saratoga’s racing and its 
list of Aviniiers include many acknowledged queens 
ttf the turf, Avhich later enhanced their fame by 
succ-ess in the stud.

foul. In 1901, 1902 and 1903 it was 1 1-16 miles; 
in 1905. 1 5-16 miles; in 1904 and 1906, 1 1-8 miles. 
No racing in 1911 and 1912. 

The Macomber-I»ftus successes begun in the oi>en- 
ing race, when Walnut Hall, coupled Avith Verdant, 
and favorite, got up in the last few strides to 
snatch the purse from Icarus. The latter had been 
the leader in the early racing, with Verdant follow- 
ing and, had Verdant succeeded in heading him, it 
is probable that Loftus would have been content 
to land in second place, but as Verdant began tir- 
ing, he roused Walnut Hall in vigorous style and 
bnmght Iiiin up in time to win by a scant margin. 
Hank O’lMy had comparatively an easy time of it 
to get home in the fifth race, in Avliioh he met a 
gooil band at n mile. Ia>ftUK kept him well to the 
fore from the start and had no trouble in keeping 
him in frout of the others during the stretch drive. 
Chiclet, due to saviug much grouud on the turns, 
Avas able to overhaul Hendrie for second place. 

The steeplechase resulted in a spirited battle be- 
tween Syos.set II. and Curraghaleen, Syosset II. 
overhauling the latter in the racing on the flat. 
Khomb was the onl.v one of the seA'cn starters 
coming to grief, he losing liis rider in the early 
stages. 

Crack Band of Youngsters in Closing Race. 

A crack bund of youngsters made the contest 
in the closing ra<*e and it furnished an exciting 
sturggle lietwecu High (’ost, At-alantai and SalA’cstra, 
the former winning by a small margin. High (’ost 
Avits sumewliat of a gooil tiling, his connections 
holding him in high regard and asked $10, (HH) for 
him. At present iiegotialioiis are' under way for 
his transfer to a prominent eastern owner. 

Tliere was a fairly goml attendance on liaml this 
afternrwn, despite the threatening weather and in- 
termittent shoAvers during the earlier part of the 
uftemoon. W:igering was again brisk aud as five 
favorites were sue<*essful, it spelleil severe losses for 
price makers. The only favorite that failed was 
August Belmont’s Deer I'rap and he might have 
AA'on hut for breaking ilown in the r;u*e. 

A. K. Maeoinb«*r announeed tiKla}' that be had 
engaged Tlimnas Murphy to tr.ain a division of his 
stable. Murphy will l>e rememliered as the eapable 
liorseman wlio trained the lati* Herman B. Duryea’s 
thoroughbreds liurlng their Frmich and English cani- 
pnign an<l he saddled Durbar, when that liorse 
Avou the Derby some years ago. It is Mr. Ma- 
comher’s iutention to luive Murphy train the horses 
AVhich AAill be raced at courses away from New 
York. The sixe of the stable requires two divisions. 

The victory of Sunbonnet was especially pleasing 
to her owner aud she should be a great sm-cess in 
stud after her racing days are over. She is one of 
the number purchased by Mr. Macomber from J. B. 
Joel and represents the acini' of English breeding. 

The Grab Bag llaiidieap, Avliich Avill be ruu on 
Wednesday, August 15. for tAvo- year-olds at three- 
quarters, closed yesterday witli fifty-four nomina- 
tions. This is a snorting event in which an oAvner 
may lease a candidate, and in former years there 
were several that ran under these conditions. This 
.A-ear the only eligible that is under lease is Jack 
Hare Jr., which will carry the colors of President 
H. T. Wilson of the Saratoga Racing Association. 
Every good two-year-old in the country, including 
Papp. Lucullite, Sun Briar, Tracksend and Drastic 
are among the nominations. 

Jockey W. Crump, Aviio was taken suddenly ill 
.A-esterday, was removed to a local hospital. His 
illness is not regarded seriously, but it was thought 
best to keep him resting for several days. 

Sol Lichtenstein has been absent from the firing 
line on account of illness, but Pete Blong, who has 
been looking after his Interests, is mectiug with 
vast success and is probably one of the meeting’s 
biggest winners. 

A. A. Reilly’s Traction, which was bought after 
his victory yesterday by W. U. Pearce, is back in 
the Reilly stable, the horse having been returned to 
his former owner. 

Otliello was claimed out of yesterday’s opening 
race by George T^nd, acting for J. T. Looney. The 
claiming price was $1,187.80.

Has Eighteen Mares as a Nucleus for His New 
Venture— Royal II. and Colonel Vennie Con- 
sidered Ideal Stallion Types.

S.'iratog.T, N. Y., August 8.— Jefferson Livingston, 
of Chiengo. who is one of the lioxholders for the 
season at the Saratoga Asso<*iatlon’.s track and who 
is keenly enjoying the sport here, is planning to 
establish a breeding farm in Kentucky next year 
for the prmluction of the racing stock on which he 
Avill depend to carrj' his colors a few years hence. 
Mr. Livingston owns some eighteen mares already. 
At least a portion of them will be mated next 
spring with the English stallions Colonel Vennie 
and Royal II., which have been carrying the Liv- 
ingston colors with such signal success during the 
past year or tAvo. 

Royal II., it will be remembered, won the Latonia 
Derby for Mr. Livingston, and Colonel Vennie has 
been showing high-class form this year. The 
former struck one of his legs in his last start at 
Latonia and will not be raced until fall, but Colonel 
Vennie is rounding into racing condition after a 
respite from training that trainer Mose Goldblatt 
regarded as necessary to restore the horse to his 
normal condition after the hard campaigning to 
wl’ich he Avas subjected during the winter ami 
I spring. Colonel Vennie is so far adviinfed ^In bfas 
I training that it is likely lie will l>e able to take 
part in some of the more important r.aees to be ruu 
I liere towards the end of the month, but he will not 
lie hurried ami if he is not really in prime condition 
to race here, he Avill be reserved for the fall cam- 
paign in Kentucky.

SARATOGA TRACK SLOW THIS YEAR 

Change in Conditions Is Due to the Sandy Top Dress- 
ing — Best Horses Behind Their Usual Time. 



(By Ed Cole). 

Saratoga. N, Y., August 8. — Ha mil cappers, who 
use time as a basis for caloulatlons. will find tlic 
Saratoga track much slower than it was last rear. 
Tills is probably due to the sandy top dressing. ‘l.*ist 
year there was much rain and the manugenient 
changed the condition of the going, anticip.ating 
rain this year, which so far has. not materialized to 
any extent. Trainers say the going is at least a 
second slower than last year and the racing has 
shown it. 

The best horses In training are falling nuicli l>e- 
liind their figures regarding time. Stroniholi was 
all out to win a mile and an eighth in 1:54, Omar 
Khayyam stood a long drive to cover a mile anu 
three-sixteenths in 2:01%, and Papp was 1:14% eov- 
ering three-quarters. The track rc<-ord for tlirec- 
quarters in 1:11. made by Punch Bowl, wliile Sir 
John Johnson and The Finn covered a mile and 
three-sixteenths in The record for the mile 

and an eighth is l:.51%. Henee it will l»e seen 
that the track conditions have changed considerably 

There is another item in connection with the run- 
ning of Gie horses. Many of them have shown signs 
of leg weariness in the past week, especially in the 
closing strides of races. John Maylierry savs that 
horses accustomed to the fast going like Empire 
City will pull themselves apart plowing through tlie 
going here. It takes a good stout horse to line up 
to his form. Sun Briar quit as if shot in the 
United States Hotel Stakes last Saturday after 
showing phenomenal speed for five-eighths. 

This state of affairs is liable to cause changes in 
form frequently. Horses that have shown w'ell over 
the track are likely to repeat and beat horses that 
are their siqierior on a lightning fast track. Again, 
horses that have had a ra«*e or two over t!ie sandy 
soil may improve ns they get more accustomed t»» it. 
Consistency cannot be too minutely expected wlieii 
such conditions prevail. 

Omar Khayyam Fancies Any Distance or Going. 

Since Omar Khayyam won the Kenner so impress- 
Ively, some folk are changing their opinion on the 
(luestion of supremacy between the Viaii horse and 
lionrless. It will be an interesting contest if it 
ever takes place, and the question of favorite is in 
doubt, thougli it is generally conceded that at a 
mile Hourless w’ould be the choice. But over that 
distance Omar Khayyam would have the most .ndmir- 
ers. That the latter is a good liorse is positive. He 
has a liking for any kind of going, or any dlstimce' 
His disposition is superb. He is what can be wcli 
and truthfully termed “an old-fashioned horse.” His 
trainer. Dick Carman, says he will do anything he 
is asked. 

“Just .a loafer and a fooler — that’s what ho is.’* 
says Carman. “He will hang around until you call 
on him and then he picks his way through 
and goes to the front. He never worries about anv- 
thiug, and after heading a horse he is just as likely 
to run beside him for a while, as if in conversation. 
But just shake him up and show him there is danger 
around him and he bursts off and is soon out of all 
trouble. He seems to have supreme confidence in 
his ability, and this gives him that indolent, don’t- 
care sort of disposition. In the stable he is like an 
old COW', and when shipping he simply gets into his 
stall and is comfortable in a minute. The strangest 
part of his disposition is the fact that he will work 
just as fast as he is asked to and all alone. Just 
cluck to him and he will run a quarter in 23 see- 
onds and keep on at a rapid gait unless checked. 
Yet in races he likes to l>e surrounded by company. 
In my opinion Omar Khayyam is one of those won- 
derful horses one sees only in a generation.”

chester Hunt; James Appleton, M. F. H., of Myo- 
pia; Harry T. Peters of The Riding Club; New

These civilian officers will take the place of 
the regular United States anny offioors, who had 
been detailed for the purehas<* of horses for army 
remounts and who Jiave now ts>en reralled to apply 
their military training in other more urgent di- 
rections.

Que., August 8, — That there will lie 
plenty of opi>ortunity for wagering at the thirty - 
day meeting which opens at Kemnton Park Saturday 
seems to be understood, and it will be interesting 
to see how the technicalities of the law are worked 
out. ‘‘No organized betting’^ is the dictum in the 
order in council which was issued from Ottawa, 
am! while the Keuipton management gives every 
HK.sur;ince that no infraction of the law’ will be 
tolerated, and has, us a matter of fact, asked for 
the appointment of a provincial government inspec- 
tor to see that there are no evasions, nevertheless 
it is intimated that there will be opportunities 
for those sportively inclined to make w’agers by 
the oral methoil.
